Artists’ Pavilion (Rehov

ILLIAM Steinberg the 

first conductor to work with 

the Palestine Orchestra, has 

returned to this country after 

an absence of 13 years to 

conduct the IP.O.'’s eighth 
subscription series. 

Steinberg, who started his 
career in Prague and was 
later first conductor at the 
Frankfurt Opera House, was 
in 1936 invited by Bronisiav 
Huberman to form the rew 
orchestra here and to prepare 
it for the opening concerts to 
be conducted by Arturo Tos- 
canini. The task was not easy, 
as the musicians had just ar- 
rived from. various. European 
countries. 

Steinberg, however, fulfilled 
his assignment so well that 
he was invited to conduct the 
orchestra for the three fol- 
lowing seasons, and in 1939 
Toscanini engaged Steinberg 
as his assistant at the 
orchestra. 

Steinberg is now permanent 
conductor of the Pittsburgh 
Symphony Orchestra. Mo. 
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pattern-makers who use re- 
presentational forms.
